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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues in page 4 that a distribution, 
according to the claimed invention, is not a tinne series distribution. Examiner respectfully disagrees. According to figure 5 of applicant's 
invention, RTT and its occurences are measured in times. Therefore, it is also a distribution of time. Further, figure 5 of applicant's 
invention and figure 6 of Santos both disclose a statistical concept. Further, applicant argues in page 4 that the invariant distribution 
should be considered as a histogram. Examiner respectfully disagrees. A histogram is more likely a bar chart, but that is not the case 
as presented in figure 5 of the application. Applicant further presents some examples in which the examiner should consider the 
meaning of invariant distribution. But that is not persuasive because first of all. claims do not recite that the invariant distribution 
including the number of occurences of a particular value and secondly, a distribution is a concept of showing a particular object on a 
chart. 
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
